or 9.44 inch weapons, The latter gan has 
always beena great favourite in the French 
Navy, and it would not be at all surprising 
to see their Dreadnonghts” with a mix- 
ed armament of 22in, aud 9.44in, guns.

Oa the other, hand the ones 
yuo ships can not only deliver smashing 
bronilsides, but thor is’ énty onckind of 
Inrge gan ammunition to carry, wid the 
spare partsare of one standard. Opinion 
in regard tothe points of the advantages 
and disadvantages of the one-gun theory, 
and practice, differ considerably in, the 
British 19 well as in the French Navy; 
for many British captains aver that they 
would not hesitate to tackle a “ Dread- 
nought" with a ship armed like our 
“Lord Neaon,” especially if the latter 
possessed an extra kuot of speed.
